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INTRODUCTION. 


ft Pas ancient custom of presenting a metal TOKEN as a pass- 

port to the Communion Table in many of the Christian 
Churches in our own and other countries has been dis- 
continued in many places for quite a number of years, and it 
is the opinion of the generality of those who speak and write 
on the subject that, at no distant date, the TOKEN will be 
simply an interesting curio for those possessed of antiquarian 
disposition to collect and study. The writer is not so convinced. 
Quite a number of Churches still use the tokens, and several 
congregations, in Scotland anyhow, have reverted to their use 
after having had experience of the Communion Carp, and very 
probably many more will follow their example: 


Some who read these lines may not have a very clear idea 
of what is meant by and how those little treasures, which have 
so many hallowed associations connected with them, and whose 
silent testimony cannot but speak eloquently to the thoughtful 
and reverent mind, were given at all to intending communicants. 
They were given to those who, after examination, were found 
worthy to take their place at the Lord’s Table, not alone after 
a declaration of their belief in certain essentials of the Christian 
faith, but when it was proved, so far as the human eye could 
see, that the life harmonised with their profession. Instances 
are on record of persons, after having received a token, being 
debarred the privilege to which they expected to be admitted, 
because it had been discovered that they had not been living a 
consistent Christian life. A good story is told of a young 
Scottish lad, not endowed with full mental faculties, but who 
loved the Saviour and desired to confess Him openly, that, 
when on his way to a Communion Service, was asked by one 
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whom he met, “Have you got your token?” replied “I 
haven't got the lead thing, but I have the token in my heart.” 


As a general rule, special days were set apart for the dis- 
tribution of TOKENS, and intending communicants had either 
to go, or send, for them. In the old days, when the Thursday 
preceding Communion Sabbath was held as a Fast day, the 
tokens were commonly given out at the close of the service 
held that day, or at other times, of which intimation was duly 
made from the pulpit on the Sabbath. 


When tokens commenced to be used is quite uncertain, but 
the writer is satisfied that, in some form or other, they have been 
in use, more or less, from the first century of the Christian era 
—the probability being that they were introduced for the 
purpose of admitting only those who were approved friends 
during the times of persecution under Nero and others, to the 
services which had to be held in secret. Notice has, however, 
been taken of them particularly from the time of the Reforma- 
tion, and the most authentic records of them date practically 
since the year 1560. 


The collecting of specimens of the different tokens used in 
connection with various Churches in the countries where they 
have been so commonly in use from the Reformation is of 
comparatively recent date, and the literature on the subject 
more recent still. The standard works on this branch of

In “The Ulster Journal of Archeology,” Vol. [X., Part 1, 
January, 1903, there is an interesting and helpful description, 
and illustrations, of a small collection of Irish tokens by the 
Rey. George K. ‘Buick, LL.D., and David Buick, ‘LL.D. In 
“The Witness,’”’ Belfast, commencing August 2Ist, 1908, there 
appeared a series of excellent articles on various Irish tokens 
by J. W. Kernohan, Esq., M.A., Belfast; and this book is 
an attempt to complete, as far as possible to the author, the 


catalogue and description so ably commenced by the above- 
B 
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named gentlemen of the tokens used in connection with the 
various Presbyterian sections of the Christian Church in Ireland. 


In Scotland, tokens have been used in the different Presby- 
terian, Episcopal, Methodist, Baptist, and Congregational 
Churches, although only in one or two of each of the last two 
named denominations. 


Tokens have been made of pewter, lead, tin, iron, bronze, 
brass, copper, aluminium, and even of wood, leather, and stone, 
and one Church in America had them of silver. Crown Court 
Church, London, and St. Mary’s Parish Church, Fyvie, Scotland, 
each had a beautiful specimen exactly same design, of copper, 
silver-plated. The two most beautiful known to the writer in 
bronze are connected with Glenapp and St. Vigean’s Parish 
Churches, Scotland. The Glenapp specimen is of peculiar 
interest and design. It is upright oblong, cut corners, and 
made of finest bronze, the details being: Obverse side— 
Glenapp | Parish, 1911, and underneath there are two hori- 
zontal bars containing the Greek letters Alpha and Omega, 
between which is a Lamb bearing an emblem of victory, and 
beneath the lower bar the text This do in | Remembrance | of 
Me. The Reverse side has a St. Andrew’s Cross stretching from 
corner to corner, the spaces being filled in with ancient symbols 
of the Trinity. When this token was introduced, the minister 
of the Church preached an impressive sermon from the objects 
of sacred interest inscribed on it. 


I am very greatly indebted to Mrs. Henderson, Glasgow, 
for so kindly placing her collection at my disposal for examina- 
tion, many details I could not have got otherwise. And I also 
desire to express my indebtedness to S. A. G. Macquoid, Esq., 
Greenock; John C. Montgomery, Esq., of Dalmore, Ayrshire ; 
for help which they have so kindly rendered me; to 
J. W. Kernohan, Esq., M.A., Belfast, who has been untiring 
in his assistance, and through whom I was enabled to examine 
the fine collection in the Historical Room of the Presbyterian 
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Church House, Belfast; to John Robinson, Esq., Comber ; 
and to many ministers and others in Ireland who have most 
kindly sent me specimens of their tokens and various items of 
information without which it would have been impossible for 
me to give such a full contribution to the Church Tokencraft 
of Ireland, as, after much congenial labour and very careful 
research, I am now able to do, and I hope it will stimulate 
interest in the subject, and perhaps be, at some time in the 
future, the ground-work of a more comprehensive catalogue of 
those small pieces of metal which, could they relate their own 
history, would open up many happy memories of hallowed 
fellowship around the Table of our Lord and Master, who said 
“THIS DO IN REMEMBRANCE OF ME.” |

Where not stated it is to be understood that the reverse of the token 
is blank. 


“Oval Stock”? means the general token suited for use in any Church 
connected with the denomination under consideration. 


A number preceded by a star, e.g. “100, indicates the number of the 
illustration. 


The sizes are given in sixteenths of an inch, but as there is consider- 
able variation in the size of many of the specimens of the same variety, 
the size given is only approximate. 


The divisions of inscriptions on the tokens are shown by vertical lines. 


‘General Assembly Church” refers to what is officially known as 
“The Presbyterian Church in Ireland,” and is used to distinguish it 
from the other Presbyterian Churches. 


The names of the Churches are arranged in alphabetical order so as 
to facilitate reference. . | 


The book has been interleaved so that further details may be con- 
veniently added. 


Where no reference has been made it has not been ascertained if 
tokens were ever used in these Churches. 


Some tokens may be wrongly attributed—if so, the author will be 
most grateful to have his attention drawn to such. 


No doubt a good many specimens have not been recorded, and infor- 
mation regarding such will be most welcome,
